TITLE: Topical anti- inflammatory drug therapy 



Brief Summary Text (7) : 

We have discovered in the course of investigations with experimentally induced 
inflammation that topical treatment with a combination of certain steroidal and 
non-steroidal anti-inflammatory drugs results in unexpectedly improved suppression 
of inflammation than occurs when either drug is used alone. That is, either the 
combination is effective where the drugs used separately are not, or the combination 
provides more rapid, dramatic improvement than either drug alone, or the combination 
is equally effective at lower concentrations than either drug alone. This effect is 
postulated to result from the two drugs acting upon different aspects of the 
inflammatory response. Particularly in the case of UV- induced erythema, significant 
therapeutic effects (amelioration of the condition) are produced by combinations of 
the two types of drugs at concentration levels at which either drug alone has low or 
minimal effect. The steroid/non-steroid drug combination treatment of the present 
invention can also be used in the therapeutic treatment of a wide variety of 
dermatological disorders in which inflammation is a component. Examples of these 
diseases are psoriasis, eczema, contact dermatitis, atopic dermatitis, etc. 
Inflammation accompanying thermal or chemical burns as well as sunburn are other 
areas for application of the combination therapy of this invention, as are diaper 
rash, insect bite inflammation, gingival inflammation and pruritus. Also, vesicular 
diseases, especially those characterized by acantholysis , and other blistering 
conditions, appear to be particularly susceptible to this therapy. 
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
